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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. As 
shown in Figure 1 of Casey, all components displayed in the figured are connected to each other in one form or another. Therefore, this is 
a connection between all elements where a distinct path can be followed to show that every component within Figure 1 is connected to 
each other. An adapter device may be one component that is also connected to the network, the arguments disclose that the peripheral 
devices are not directly connected to the network but the claims also do not disclose that the peripheral devices are directly connected. 
The present claims are interpreted as there being a connection between two devices including connection to a network, where other 
components may be part of the system and may be connected to these elements as well. With all the components of Figure 1 in Casey 
being coupled to each other, a path exists where the two peripheral devices are connected to each other via a network, with both devices 
being connected to the network. The present claims do not disclose direct connection, which has been pointed out in the arguments. 
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
